UJS. Discounts 
Red Chinese 
Involvement 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pro­ 
claiming a policy of neutrality 
in the India-Pakistan conflict, 
UJS. officials tended to discount 
today the possibility of a major 
Red Chinese involvement in the 
fighting. 
They 
nevertheless watched 
closely the Communist coun­ 
try's mounting flow of invective 
toward India, which included 
Thursday an attempt to link the 
United States with what was 
called 
India's 
aggression 
against Pakistan. 
China's Premier Chou En-lai 
accused India of "a massive 
armed attack on Pakistan,"and 
said she "could not have made 
such a serious military adven­ 
ture without the consent and 
support of the United States.” 
His speech marked the third 
straight day of Red Chinese 
denunciations of India. 
A State Department press of­ 
ficer, Robert J. McCloskey, de­ 
nied that the United States is 
favoring either side in the unde­ 
clared war over Kashmir. 
"The UJ». position is one of 
impartiality," 
he 
said, and 
spoke at another point of "our 
posture of neutrality in this." 
McCloskey declined to say 
how much officials may be con­ 
cerned about the possibility of a 
Red Chinese attack on India. 
Other sources said they be­ 
lieve Peking is ready to wage a 
war of nerves along her Tibetan 
border with India — but to go no 
further. 
Officials 
keeping 
a close 
watch on the situation do not 
believe the Chinese Commu­ 
nists are willing to go beyond 
minor border incidents, for to 
do so would involve the major 
investment in Chinese military 
manpower and equipment. 


NEW ORLEANS (AP)—Hur­ 
ricane Betsy flung spray and 
seas at the Gulf Coast and then 
stormed up the Mississippi Riv­ 
er early today in probably its 
final, black 
night of ruin. 
The storm sank much of the 
bayou country to the south un­ 
der muddy tides, clawed at this 
city of a million people in the 
early morning 
hours, 
then 
spiralled 
inland passing 20 
miles to the west of the state 
capital of Baton Rouge. 
Leaving the sea, its once 150 
mile-an-hour winds moderated, 
bringing a 15-day, 2,500-mile 
voyage of destruction that killed 
at least eight persons near to a 
close. The Weather Bureau said 
Betsy would weaken to heavy' 
rains and winds in northern 
Louisiana and Mississippi. & 
said hurricane warnings would 
be dropped by 10 a.m. 


The almost quarter-million 
evacues from Louisiana and 
Mississippi will begin to return 
to towns and cities left soggy 
junkyards by the hurricane. 
"It was hell," said Burt 
Lozes, a member of the Civil 
Defense 
forces of Harrison 
County, Miss., where 17 people 
had been rescued from rooftops, 
submerged cars and floods 
where they were swimming for 
their lives. Damage to water­ 
front industries in the county, 
particularly in Gulfport, was 
estimated at $10 million. 
The wind turned the Missis­ 
sippi waterfront into melee of 
helpless ships, blown 
loose 
from their moorings and bat­ 
tering each other like huge 
bumper cars in an amusement 
park. 


The New Orleans Harbor Pa­ 
trol said six ocean-going ves­ 
sels had broken free. Five had 
some crew aboard but were 
powerless and at the mercy of 
wind and current. 


One of them, the Wing Ar­ 
row, was swept upstream, hit 
a Victory ship in the middle of 
the river, swerved into a clus­ 
ter of tugs, then struck several 
moored vessels where her crew 
managed to get a line ashore. 
Others hit wharves. 
Mayor Victor Schiro said he 
would ask New Orleans be de­ 
cleared a disaster area after 
the eye of the hurricane passed 
a few miles to the westwards, 
striking the darkened carnival 
city with winds up to 115m.p.h. 


At least two deaths were re­ 
ported. A woman in a New Or­ 
leans Red Cross shelter died of 
a heart attack. And in Baton 
Rouge the body of an elderly 
unidentified man was found in 
the wreckage of a boat landing 
along 
the Mississippi. That 
brought the hurricane's victims 
to eight, six persons having 
been killed during Betsy's pas­ 
sage over Florida.

The Pakistanis were main­ 
taining "heavy pressure on the 
enemy” after pushing them out 
of 
Pakistani 
territory, the 
broadcast said. 
The Indian government radio 
claimed successes on the other 
two fighting fronts. 
At the northern end of the 
ground war zone, in the Jam- 
musialkot sector of Kashmir, 
Indian forces captured five im­ 
portant posts and took 150; Pak­ 
istanis prisoner, the Indian gov­ 
ernment radio reported. 
The Indian broadcast said In­ 
dian units had "severely pun­ 
ished" Pakistani forces on the 
southern front, more than 200 
miles east of Karachi, Pakis­ 
tan's biggest city and major 
seaport. There was no indica­ 
tion whether the Indians had 
advanced in this area, however.

De Gaulle's words were read 
here and by Western observers 
in Paris as a definite statement 
of intention to remove France 
from the NATO military com­ 
mand. This coud mean removal 
of NATO headquarters from 
Paris. 
De Gaulle's words came as no 
surprise 
to 
U. S. officials. 
Authorities here and in other 
allied capitals have been con­ 
ferring for several months on 
the possibility that De Gaulle, 
assuming he is re-elected in 
December, may pull France 
out of the Atlantic alliance when 
that becomes legally possible 
in 1969. The treaty was con­ 
cluded in 1949 and contains a 
20-year withdrawal clause.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pro* 
claiming a policy of neutrality 
in the India.Pakistan conflict, 
U £ . officials tended to discount 
today the possibility of a major 
Red Chinese involvement in the 
fighting.

China's P rem ier Chou En-lai 
accused India of " a m assive 
arm ed attack on P akistan,"and 
said she “ could not have made 
such a serious m ilitary adven­ 
ture without the consent and 
support of the United S tates." 
His speech m arked the third 
straight day of Red Chinese 
denunciations of India. 
A State Departm ent p ress of­ 
ficer, Robert J . McCloskey, de­ 
nied that the United States is 
favoring either side in the unde­ 
clared war over K ashm ir. 
"The V S . position is one of 
im partiality,” 
he 
said, and 
spoke at another point of "our 
posture of neutrality in this ." 
McCloskey declined to say 
how much officials may be con­ 
cerned about the possibility of a 
Red Chinese attack on India. 
Other sources said they be­ 
lieve Peking is ready to wage a 
war of nerves along her Tibetan 
border with India — but to go no 
further.

NEW ORLEANS (AP)—Hur­ 
ricane Betsy flung spray and 
seas at the Gulf Coast and then 
storm ed up the M ississippi Riv­ 
er early today in probably Its 
final, black 
night of ruin. 
The storm sank much of the 
bayou country to the south un­ 
der muddy tides, clawed at this 
city of a million people in the 
early morning 
hours, 
then 
spiralled 
inland 
passing 20 
m iles to the west of the state 
capital of Baton Rouge. 
Leaving the sea, its once 150 
mile-an-hour winds moderated, 
bringing a 15-day, 2,500-mile 
voyage of destruction that killed 
at least eight persons near to a 
close. The W eather Bureau said 
Betsy would weaken to heavy 
rains and winds in northern 
Louisiana and M ississippi, ft 
said hurricane warnings would 
be dropped by IO a.m . 


The alm ost quarter-m illion 
evacues from Louisiana and 
M ississippi will begin to return 
to towns and cities left soggy 
junkyards by the hurricane. 
"It 
was h e ll," said Burt 
Lozes, a m em ber of the Civil 
Defense 
forces of Harrison 
County, M iss., w here 17 people 
had been rescued from rooftops, 
submerged 
c a rs 
and 
floods 
where they w ere swimming for 
their lives. Damage to water­ 
front industries in the county, 
particularly in Gulfport, was 
estim ated at $10 million. 


The wind turned the M issis­ 
sippi w aterfront into melee of 
helpless ships, blown 
loose 
from their moorings and ta t­ 
tering each other like huge 
bumper cars in an amusement 
park. 


The New O rleans Harbor Pa- 
trot said six ocean-going ves­ 
sels had broken free. Five had 
some crew aboard but were 
powerless and at the mercy of 
wind and current. 


One of them , the Wing A r­ 
row, was swept upstream , hit 
a Victory ship in the middle of 
the river, sw erved into a clus­ 
te r of tugs, then struck several 
moored vessels where her crew 
managed to get a line ashore. 
Others hit w harves. 


Mayor Victor Schiro said he 
would ask New O rleans be de­ 
cleared a d isaster area after 
the eye of the hurricane passed 
a few m iles to the westwards, 
striking the darkened carnival 
city with winds up to 115 rn.p.h. 


At least two deaths w ere re­ 
ported. A woman in a New Or­ 
leans Red C ross shelter died of 
a heart attack. And in Baton 
Rouge the body of an elderly 
unidentified man was found in 
the wreckage of a boat landing 
along 
the 
M ississippi. That 
brought the h u rrican e's victims 
to eight, six persons having 
been killed during B etsy's pas­ 
sage over Florida.

Treaty Organization 
Council in P aris with instruc­ 
tions to strengthen and expand 
the political and nuclear roles of 
the Atlantic alliance. 
"A strong NATO rem ains es­ 
sential," Johnson told departing 
Ambassador 
Harland 
Cleve­ 
land, “ if we are to reach a solid 
agreem ent with the Soviet Un­ 
ion that reflects the common 
interests of each of the allied 
nations in peace and security.” 
The President conferred with 
Cleveland Thursday. The White 
House made public Johnson's 
statem ent a few hours after De 
Gaulle had declared at a news 
conference in Paris that France 
intends to end at least by 1969 
the "subordination” of French 
defense forces by NATO. 
De Gaulle's words were read 
here and by W estern observers 
in P aris as a definite statem ent 
of intention to remove France 
from the NATO m ilitary com­ 
mand. This coud mean removal 
of NATO headquarters from 
P aris. 
De G aulle's words ca me as no 
surprise 
to 
U. S. officials. 
Authorities here and 
in other 
allied capitals have been con­ 
ferring for several months on 
the possibility that De Gaulle, 
assum ing he is re-elected in 
December, 
may pull 
France 
out of the Atlantic alliance when 
that becomes legally possible 
in 1969. The treaty was con­ 
cluded in 1949 and contains a 
20-year withdrawal clause.

THE 14(B) SITUATION 
Assuming that the Senate is going to echo 
the House on repeal of Section 14(b) of the 
Taft-Hartley Act is out of date. 
In the House there was a steam roller attitude 
against amendments. But a considerable feeling 
is developing around the country, and being urged 
upon senators, for modification. An example 
was published in Letters to the Editor, in 
Sunday’s issue of THE COMMERCIAL APPEAL. 
It was a copy of a letter to Senator ALBERT 
GORE (D., Tenn.) from MARTIN J. CONDON III, 
former president of the Tennessee Manufac­ 
turers’ Association. Mr. CONDON urges sup­ 
port of the amendment which would require a 
vote by secret ballot on choice of a union before 
any union could obtain a contract with a closed 
shop or union shop clause. 
This is the clause that requires a worker to 
join the union or lose his job. But some unions 
have obtained a contract without ever being 
named by the workers in a secret ballot. 
They have attained bargaining agency power 
only on a count of authorization cards, which 
are sometimes gathered with face-to-face pres­ 
sure. 
Aside from the push for these amendments 
there is increasing possibility of the Senate 
stopping the whole repeal procedure. Late last 
week it developed that 25 senators are ready 
to filibuster. They include EVERETT DIRKSEN 
(R., 111.), leader of the Republican members 
who often support the Johnson Administration. 
Another kind of vote difference is looming 
ahead. If any method of defeating or delaying 
repeal works for the next two weeks, the whole 
thing probably will go over until next year 
and that will be election year for every member 
of the House. 
President JOHNSON has obtained most of the 
-things he wanted in Congress this year. Under 
best of conditions it is a danger year for 
congressmen who rode the coat tails of the 
presidential campaigning, expecially those who 
-have become conspicuous by following the John­ 
son recommendations so closely. 
In Tennessee, for instance the only House 
votes for repeal of 14(b) came from GEORGE 
GRIDER of Memphis, WILLIAM ANDERSON of 
Waverly and RICHARD FULTON of Nashville. 
In the tradition of FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT, 
the President is likely to ease up after a year 
of obtaining many changes and undertake to sooth 
the voting public. That could mean a letdown 
that turns out some members in both houses.

Although the sex difference in 
peptic ulcer mortality trends is 
narrowing, men still record a 
very much higher death rate. 
Among insured men at ages 35 
to 74 it was 4 1/2 times that 
among women. Even at ages 65 
to 74, where the disparity is 
lowest, the ratio is nearly 4 
to 1, the statisticians noted. 
The relative importance of the 
two sites of ulcer has changed 
appreciably as a result of the 
differences in trend.

perience, the death rate from 
stomach ulcer was one-sixth 
higher than that from duodenal 
ulcer in 1950-52.

tennial celebration in 1974. 
What a strong rebuttal this is 
to those who cry that educa­ 
tion’s only hope is for mas­ 
sive Government support! Here 
is a small school in a relative­ 
ly small community able to for­ 
mulate 
an enormously ambi­ 
tious program and eagerly ac­ 
cept the challenge offered by a 
matching-grant donor. 
Mr. Wallace said when he an­ 
nounced the grant: "Mrs. Wal­ 
lace and I believe no other in­ 
vestment yields greater divi­ 
dends of satisfaction than one 
made in behalf of liberal arts 
colleges. We hope that our sig­ 
nificant challenge will 
en­ 
courage others to participate 
more actively in the affairs of 
not only Macalester, but other

Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON - At the rate. 
Negro registration is going in 
the 
south, 
the first major 
political casualty is likely to 
be gnarled, despotic Allen El- 
lender, the senior senator from 
Louisiana. 
Ellender came to Washington 
almost thirty years ago as the 
successor 
to 
the 
femed 
Louisiana 
"Kingfish" 
Huey 
Long, whose son Russell is 
now the junior senator from 
that state. At that time, El­ 
lender was so,,down to earth 
that he won 
the nickname 
"Potatoes" and so full 
of 
beans that this column in 1937 
awarded him the brass ring. 
In his long career since, El­ 
lender has chalked up some 
constructive 
landmarks for 
himself and the nation. He was 
an 
inveterate foe 
for Me- 
Carthyism at a time when the 
late Senator from Wisconsin 
was in his heyday. He was co­ 
author of the 
first Public 
Housing 
Bill, along with Bob 
Wagner of New York and Bob 
Taft of Ohio. He introduced the 
first Aid-to-Education Bill and 
early 
sponsored 
the school 
lunch program. 
But as the years have passed, 
the Senator from Louisiana has 
moved further from the people, 
closer to big business, and has 
seemed more interested 
in 
junketing abroad and looking 
out for Allen Ellender than in 
looking out for the interests 
of Louisiana voters. 
On his many trips abroad, 
Ellender has collected a per­ 
sonal museum ranging from 
African spears to Babylonian 
Earthenware, Chinese Jade and 
Elephants' Feet. Few members 
of Congress save Adam Clayton 
Powell of Harlem have traveled 
so much, and no senator has 
collected so much in the way of 
gifts and so little in the way of 
information. 
As early as 1945, Ellender 
became the chief opponent to 
Sen. Claude Pepper's minimum- 
wage bill to fix the minimum 
at 65 cents an hour — as com­ 
pared with the proposed $1.75 
an hour now. 
CIVIL RIGHTS FOE 
As early as 1948, Ellender 
first opposed civil rights in a 
debate with Senators Irving Ives 
of New 
York and 
Homer 
Ferguson of Michigan, 
both 
Republicans. Earlier, in 1942, 


a Negro Civil Defense Marshal 
warned 
the Senator 
from 
Louisiana to take refuge during 
an air drill and he thereupon 
found himself in a Negro apart­ 
ment house. 
Ellender has been battling 
against Negroes ever since. He 
has voted against every Civil 
Rights Bill plus 
the Negro 
Voting Rights Bill, and fili­ 
bustered against 
several of 
them. He opposed the inde­ 
pendence of African 
Negro 
Republics, and Home Rule for 
the District of Columbia. He 
has never wavered. And 
the 
Negroes of Louisiana in turn 
are not wave'ring in their feel­ 
ing toward Ellender. They will 
vote against him about 99 per 
cent. 
There are 500,000 Negroes 
in 
Louisiana, 
with 160,000 
registered as of today. At the 
rate 
registration 
is now 
progressing, 
around 300,000 
Negroes should be registered 
in time to vote when Ellender 
comes up for reelection next 
year. 
Negroes are not the only op­ 
ponents Ellender has. He has 
rolled up other opposition dur­ 
ing his long three decades in 
the U. S. Senate. The man most 
likely to run against him is 
Camille Gravel, former Demo­ 
cratic National Committeeman 
from Louisiana who was kicked 
off the committee because he 
favored a civil rights plank in 
the Democratic platform. 
NEGRO REGETRATION 
One of the most careful states 
in obeying the new N egro Voting 
Rights Law, believe it or not, 
is Mississippi. Reports to the 
Justice 
Department indicate 
that Mississippi has surpassed 
other states in the deep south 
- with the possible exception 
of Georgia -. in registering 
Negro voters since Aug. 6, 
when the law was passed. 
During the month before the 
bill was passed, 6,000 Negroes 
were registered in Mississip­ 
pi. During the two weeks im­ 
mediately following passage of 
the law, 12,000 Negroes were 
registered — all by state, not 
federal, registrars. 
Immediately after passage of 
the law, Katherine Ward, regis­ 
trar in Madison County, Miss., 
telephoned the Justice Depart­ 
ment. 
"We are anxious to obey the 


law,” she said, "but we have 
some problems in interpreting 
the law. One problem is whether 
to register 
illiterate Negro 
voters." 
Miss Ward was told that Con­ 
gress, in writing the law, meant 
to 
specify 
that if 
white 
illiterates were registered then 
Negro illiterates should 
be 
registered too. 


Justice Department policy is 
not to send in Federal Regis­ 
trars if a state or county is 
doing a reasonably good job on 
its own. That is why Federal 
Registrars have been sent to 
only four Mississippi counties. 
Two Mississippi cities, Green­ 
ville and Hattiesburg, have been 
doing particularly well, despite 
previous racial trouble 
in 
Hattiesburg. 
In Forrest County, Miss., the 
registrar 
is 
much-headlined 
Theron Lynd, who 
was sued 
by the Federal Government and 
held in civil contempt of court 
for 
his failure to register 
Negroes in 1961. Today, how­ 
ever, Lynd has reversed this 
policy and began registering 
Negro voters even before the 
Voting Rights Law was passed. 
Since July 1 he registered 1,- 
200 with only three rejected. 
Sumter County, Ga., the scene 
of 
strife-torn Americus, has 
also turned the page. Five hun­ 
dred Negroes were registered 
there over the last weekend in 
August. 
On the other hand, registra­ 
tion in Alabama has been slow. 
This is partly because Alabama 
registrars operate only one day 
a week, though Alabama will 
register 
voters 
during the 
entire month of October. 
Most stubborn opposition to 
Negro registration comes from 
Orleans is located. There the 
Orleans is ocated. There the 
local registrar, Albert P. Gal- 
linghouse, brother of 
the 
candidate for Mayor, is being 
sued by Negroes to force regis­ 
tration. 
The Department of Justice 
advises that Southern Negroes 
should test out the new Voting 
Rights Bill by going to 
the 
registrar's office. If they ex­ 
perience difficulties, Negroes 
are asked to inform the Justice 
Department. At this point civil 
rights experts, reinforced by 
the FBI, will move in.

THE 14(B) SITUATION 
Assuming that the Senate is going to echo 
the House on repeal of Section 14(b) of the 
Taft-Hartley Act is out of date. 
In the House there was a steam roller attitude 
against amendments. But a considerable feeling 
is developing around the country, and being urged 
upon senators, for modification. An example 
was published in Letters to the Editor, in 
Sunday’s issue of THE COMMERCIAL APPEAL. 
It was a copy of a letter to Senator ALBERT 
GORE (D., Tenn.) from MARTIN J. CONDON JU, 
form er president of the Tennessee Manufac­ 
tu re rs’ Association. Mr. CONDON urges sup­ 
port of the amendment which would require a 
vote by secret ballot on choice of a union before 
any union could obtain a contract with a closed 
shop or union shop clause. 
This is the clause that requires a worker to 
join the union or lose his job. But some unions 
have obtained a contract without ever being 
named by the w orkers in a secret ballot. 
They have attained bargaining agency power 
only on a count of authorization cards, which 
are sometimes gathered with face-to-face p res­ 
sure. 
Aside from the push for these amendments 
there is increasing possibility of the Senate 
stopping the whole repeal procedure. Late last 
week it developed that 25 senators are ready 
to filibuster. They include EVERETT DIRKSEN 
(R., 111.), leader of the Republican m embers 
who often support the Johnson Administration. 
Another kind of vote difference is looming 
ahead. If any method of defeating or delaying 
repeal works for the next two weeks, the whole 
thing probably will go over until next year 
and that will be election year for every member 
of the House. 
President JOHNSON has obtained most of the 
-things he wanted in Congress this year. Under 
best of conditions it is a danger year for 
congressmen who rode the coat tails of the 
presidential campaigning, expecially those who 
•have become conspicuous by following the John­ 
son recommendations so closely. 
In Tennessee, for instance the only House 
votes for repeal of 14(b) came from GEORGE 
GRIDER of Memphis, WILLIAM ANDERSON of 
Waverly and RICHARD FULTON of Nashville. 
In the tradition of FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT, 
the President is likely to ease up after a year 
of obtaining many changes and undertake to sooth 
the voting public. That could mean a letdown 
that turns out some m em bers in both houses.

range rose by 26

change, is seen in the mortality 
trends from ulcer of the duo­ 
denum.

Although the sex difference in 
peptic ulcer mortality trends is 
narrowing, men still record a 
very much higher death rate. 
Among insured men at ages 35 
to 74 it was 4 1/2 times that 
among women. Even at ages 65 
to 74, where the disparity

lowest, the ratio is nearly 4 
to I, the statisticians noted. 
The relative importance of the 
two sites of ulcer has changed 
appreciably as a result of the 
differences 
in trend.

this insurance ex­ 
perience, the death rate from 
stomach 
ulcer was one-sixth 
higher than that from duodenal 
ulcer in 1950-52, Now, however 
the situation is reversed, with 
duodenal ulcer showing a slight­ 
ly higher mortality rate.

Peptic ulcer, more­ 
over, is also responsible for a 
considerable amount of illness 
and disability. It is estimated 
from data collected by

Survey that 
about 2 1/2 million persons In 
the country have peptic ulcer, 
and that more than 450,000 pa­ 
tients are hospitalized for it 
each year.

One of the largest single grants 
ever given by individual donors 
to a college was announced when 
Dewitt and Lila Wallace, co­ 
founders and co-publishers of 
The Reader's Digest,

$10 million to Macalester Col­ 
lege of St. Paul, Minn. 
Although multi-rn 111 ion dollar 
gifts to colleges by individuals 
are not uncommon, the Wal­ 
laces’ grant brings to a total 
of $25 million their gifts to 
Macalester and probably sets 
a record for individual giving 
to a school of its size. This 
liberal arts college has an en­ 
rollment of approximately 1600 
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students. 
What Interests us more about- 
the gift than its amount, how­ 
ever. Is the manner in which it 
is 
being 
given. 
It 
is a 
“ challenge gift"; that is, Ma­ 
calester will get themoneyonly 
lf it can raise an equivalent 
amount by itself. 
The college has risen to the 
challenge by announcing a $32 
million 
capital 
building pro­ 
gram for the next ten years. 
President Harvey Rice 
as­ 
serted his “ complete confi­ 
dence" that the goals of the 
program would be achieved by 
the time of the college's cen­ 
tennial celebration in 1974. 
What a strong rebuttal this is 
to those who cry that educa­ 
tion’s only hope is for mas­ 
sive Government support! Here 
is a small school in a relative­ 
ly small community able to for­ 
mulate 
an enormously ambi­ 
tious program and eagerly ac­ 
cept the challenge offered by a 
matching-grant donor. 
Mr. Wallace said when he an­ 
nounced the grant: “ Mrs. Wal­ 
lace and I believe no other in­ 
vestment yields greater divi­ 
dends of satisfaction than one 
made in behalf of liberal arts 
colleges. We hope that our sig­ 
nificant challenge will 
en­ 
courage others to participate 
more actively in the affairs of 
not only Macalester, but other 
educational 
Institutions 
as 
well.” 
It seems to us that in his 
challenging gift to Macalester, 
Mr. Wallace has also thrown 
down the gauntlet before those 
of his fellow citizens who are 
content to let the Government 
take over control of education. . 
This gift should remind every 
•ne of us that our future and 
ur continued freedoms 
are 
argely In the hands 
of our 
Institutions of higher learning. 
They need and deserve whole­ 
hearted 
individual support — 
and we need them to be strong 
and Independent.

Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON - At the rate. 
Negro registration is going in 
the 
south, 
the first major 
political casualty is likely to 
be gnarled, despotic Allen El- 
lender, the senior senator from 
Louisiana. 
Ellender came to Washington 
almost thirty years ago as the 
successor 
to 
the 
famed 
Louisiana 
“Kingfish” 
Huey 
Long, whose son Russell is 
now the junior senator from 
that state. At that time, El­ 
lender was so,,down to earth 
that 
he 
won 
the nickname 
“ Potatoes” and so full 
of 
beans that this column in 1937 
awarded him the brass ring. 
In his long career since, El­ 
lender has chalked up some 
constructive 
landmarks for 
himself and the nation. He was 
an 
inveterate 
foe 
for Mc- 
Carthyism at a time when the 
late Senator from Wisconsin 
was in his heyday. He was co­ 
author of the 
first Public 
Housing 
Bill, along with Bob 
Wagner of New York and Bob 
Taft of Ohio. He introduced the 
first Aid-to-Education Bill and 
early 
sponsored 
the school 
lunch program. 
But as the years have passed, 
the Senator from Louisiana has 
moved further from the people, 
closer to big business, and has 
seemed more interested 
in 
junketing abroad and looking 
out for Allen Ellender than in 
looking out for the interests 
of Louisiana voters. 
On his many trips abroad, 
Ellender has collected a per­ 
sonal museum 
ranging from 
African spears to Babylonian 
Earthenware, Chinese Jade and 
Elephants' Feet. Few members 
of Congress save Adam Clayton 
Powell of Harlem have traveled 
so much, and no senator 
has 
c ollected so much in the way of 
gifts and so little in the way of 
information. 
As early as 1945, Ellender 
became the chief opponent to 
Sen. Claude Pepper's minimum- 
wage bill to fix the minimum 
at 65 cents an hour — as com­ 
pared with the proposed $1.75 
an hour now. 
CIVIL RIGHTS FOE 
As early as 1948, Ellender 
first opposed civil rights in a 
debate with Senators Irving Ives 
of New 
York and 
Homer 
Ferguson of Michigan, 
both 
Republicans. Earlier, in 1942, 


a Negro Civil Defense Marshal 
warned 
the 
Senator 
from 
Louisiana to take refuge during 
an air drill and he thereupon 
found himself in a Negro apart­ 
ment house. 
Ellender has been battling 
against Negroes ever since. He 
has voted against every Civil 
Rights 
Bill plus 
the Negro 
Voting Rights Bill, and fili­ 
bustered 
against 
several of 
them. He opposed the inde­ 
pendence of African 
Negro 
Republics, and Home Rule for 
the District of Columbia. He 
has never wavered. And 
the 
Negroes of Louisiana in turn 
are not wave’ring in their feel­ 
ing toward Ellender. They will 
vote against him about 99 per 
cent. 
There 
are 500,000 Negroes 
in 
Louisiana, 
with 160,000 
registered as of today. At the 
rate 
registration 
is 
now 
progressing, 
around 300,000 
Negroes should be registered 
in time to vote when Ellender 
comes up for reelection next 
year. 
Negroes are not the only op­ 
ponents Ellender has. He has 
rolled up other opposition dur­ 
ing his long three decades in 
the U. S. Senate. The man most 
likely to run against him 
is 
Camille Gravel, former Demo­ 
cratic National Committeeman 
from Louisiana who was kicked 
off the committee because he 
favored a civil rights plank in 
the Democratic platform. 
NEGRO REGISTRATION 
One of the most careful states 
in obeying the new N egro Voting 
Rights Law, believe it or not, 
is Mississippi. Reports to the 
Justice 
Department 
indicate 
that Mississippi has surpassed 
other states in the deep south 
— with the possible exception 
of Georgia - in registering 
Negro voters since Aug. 6, 
when the law was passed. 
During the month before the 
bill was passed, 6,000 Negroes 
were registered in Mississip­ 
pi. During the two weeks im­ 
mediately following passage of 
the law, 12,000 Negroes were 
registered — all by state, not 
federal, registrars. 
Immediately after passage of 
the law, Katherine Ward, regis­ 
trar in Madison County, Miss., 
telephoned the Justice Depart­ 
ment. 
“We are anxious to obey the 


law," she said, “but we have 
some problems in interpreting 
the law. One problem is whether 
to 
register 
illiterate Negro 
voters.” 
Miss Ward was told that Con­ 
gress, in writing the law, meant 
to 
specify 
that if 
white 
illiterates were registered then 
Negro illiterates should 
be 
registered too. 


Justice Department policy is 
not 
to send in Federal Regis­ 
trars if a state or county 
is 
doing a reasonably good job on 
its own. That is why Federal 
Registrars have been sent to 
only four Mississippi counties. 
Two Mississippi cities, Green­ 
ville and Hattiesburg, have been 
doing particularly well, despite 
previous racial trouble 
in 
Hattiesburg. 
In Forrest County, Miss., the 
registrar 
is 
much-headlined 
Theron Lynd, who 
was sued 
by the Federal Government and 
held in civil contempt of court 
for 
his 
failure 
to register 
Negroes in 1961. Today, how­ 
ever, Lynd has reversed this 
policy and began registering 
Negro voters even before the 
Voting Rights Law was passed. 
Since July I he registered I,- 
200 with only three rejected. 
Sumter County, Ga., the scene 
of 
strife-torn Americus, has 
also turned the page. Five hun­ 
dred Negroes were registered 
there over the last weekend in 
August. 


On the other hand, registra­ 
tion in Alabama has been slow. 
This is partly because Alabama 
registrars operate only one day 
a week, though Alabama will 
register 
voters 
during the 
entire month of October. 
Most stubborn opposition to 
Negro registration comes from 
Orleans is located. TTiere the 
Orleans is ocated. There the 
local registrar, Albert P. Gal- 
linghouse, brother of 
the 
candidate for Mayor, is being 
sued by Negroes to force regis­ 
tration. 
The Department of Justice 
advises that Southern Negroes 
should test out the new Voting 
Rights BUI by going to 
the 
registrar's office. If they ex­ 
perience difficulties, Negroes 
are asked to inform the Justice 
Department. At this point civU 
rights 
experts, reinforced by 
the FBI, wUl move in.

And it was held in New Jersey: 
It is not easy to define what 
punishments are 
“ cruel and 
unusual” within the constitu­ 
tional inhibition, 
hi a limited 
sense, anything is cruel which 
is calculated to give pain or 
distress. And, 
since punish­ 
ment imports pain or suffering 
to the convict, it may be said 
that all punishments are in some 
sense cruel. But of course, the 
Constitution does not mean that 
crim e 
for this reason is to go 
unpunished. On 
the contrary, 
it 
plainly 
contemplates that 
crim e can only be effectively 
deterred by inflicting some sort 
of pain or suffering upon 
the 
convicted offender. By the com­ 
mon law, murder, and indeed 
many 
crimes 
much 
less 
serious, 
were 
punished by 
.death. This is still 
the pun­ 
ishment under our law for the 
crim e of murder 
in the first 
degree. It is absurd to sup­ 
pose that the Constitution pro­ 
hibits it. Therefore it is open 
to the Legislature to dBtermine 
some mode in which the death 
penalty may be inflicted. In­ 
stead of hanging by the neck, 
they have now provided that 
death shall be caused as speed­ 
ily as possible by the direct 
application of electricity to the 
body of the convict. On its 
face the statute im ports an ef­ 
fort by the lawmaking body to 
mitigate the pain and suffering 
of the convict. We cannot as­ 


sume that death by the electric 
current is a cruel punishment 
in the constitutional sense. 
A somewhat novel situation 
was before the United 
States 
Supreme Court 
in Louisiana 
ex rel Fran cis v. Resweber. 
Here, the convict was strapped 
into the electric chair and the 
switch was thrown, but owing 
to mechanical failure the cur­ 
rent was not sufficient to kill 
him. When preparations were 
made for a renewed execution, 
he protested that such prepara, 
tions violated the constitutional 
prohibition against cruel 
and 
unusual punishment, on 
the 
ground 
that 
he 
was being 
subjected to a lingering death 
in the nature of torture A ma­ 
jority of the Supreme Court re­ 
jected this assertion, saying: 


The cruelty against which the 
Constitution 
protects 
a con­ 
victed man is crueltj inherent 
in the method of punishment, 
not the necessary suffering in­ 
volved in any method employed 
to extinguish life humanely. The 
• fact that an unforeseeable ac­ 
cident prevented the prompt 
consummation of the sentence 
cannot, it seems to us, add an 
element of cruelty to a subse­ 
quent 
execution. There is no 
purpose to inflict unnecessary 
pain nor any unnecessary pain 
involved in the proposed execu­ 
tion.
